Scarlet  Fever. 

The  very  small  number  of  cases  (8)  occurring 
during  the  year  was  very  gratifying,  and  this  disease 
calls  for  no  special  remarks. 


Diphtheria. 

This  disease  was  prevalent  over  a good  part  of 
the  year  in  Ravenstone  Parish,  no  less  than  28  out  of 
the  30  notified  cases  occurring  there. 

I made  numerous  inspections  of  the  parish  in 
connection  with  the  presence  of  this  disease,  both 
alone  and  in  company  with  your  inspector. 


I also  met,  in  consultation.  Dr.  Robinson, 
County  Medical  Officer,  who  was  accompanied  by  Dr. 
Fairer,  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer. 


I cannot  do  better  than  include  a report 
written  by  Dr.  Fairer  on  the  subject  of  Diphtheria  at 
Ravenstone,  and  state  that  I am  completely  in  agree- 
ment with  his  remarks  on  the  subject. 


Dr.  FAIRER’S  report. 


December  22nd,  1914. 


Ravenstone— Diphtheria. 

An  eiiidemic  has  prevailed  in  this  village  since  the  beginning  of 
the  year.  The  first  case  notified  was  on  January  5th,  at  a house  on 
the  furthest  borders  of  the  Ravenstone  district.  This  child  did  not 
attend  the  Ravenstone  school.  On  March  31st,  however,  a case  was 
reported  in  Church  Lane,  Ravenstone,  this  child  attending  Raven- 
stone school,  and  living  in  one  of  the  cottages  adjoining  the  school. 
Following  this,  three  cases  developed  in  April,  viz.,  on  the  17th, 
28th,  and  30th.  The  case  on  the  17th  being  again  from  Church 
Lane,  and  fairly  close  to  the  school.  'Fhe  child’s  name  was  Shaw. 
In  the  month  of  May  cases  occurred  on  the  13th,  24th,  and  26th. 
The  case  on  May  24th  being  in  Church  Lane,  and  brother  of  one  of 
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the  previous  cases  notified  (Shaw).  Two  cases  were  notified  in  June, 
viz.,  on  the  17th  and  29th.  The  school  was  closed  on  June  29th 
until  August  22nd,  a period  of  55  days.  During  the  whole  of  this 
period,  practically  eight  weeks,  only  one  further  case  of  Diphtheria 
was  observed,  viz.,  on  July  6th.  The  schools  were  opened  on  August 
22nd  and  a new  case  was  notified  on  September  1st,  this  being  a 
sister  of  the  two  boys  in  Church  Lane,  notified  respectively  on  April 
17th  and  Alay  24th  (Shaw),  P'  bur  fresh  cases  developed  between 
the  dates  September  26th  and  September  29th.  To  prevent  the  risk 
of  further  infection  at  school,  the  schools  which  had  been  opened  on 
August  22nd  were  closed  on  October  17th.  F'our  new  cases 
developed  between  the  dates  October  19th  and  October  21st.  Since 
that  date,  six  new  cases  have  developed  between  the  dates,  Novem- 
ber 7th  and  November  22nd.  Since  then  there  have  been  no  further 
cases. 

The  fact  that  the  village  has  been  recently  sewered,  makes  one 
think  that  this  may  have  had  something  to  do  with  the  spread  of  the 
disease.  However,  the  roads  were  not  opened  until  May,  and 
already  diphtheria  had  developed.  In  only  about  four  cases  does  there 
seem  to  have  been  any  connection  between  the  opening  of  the  sewer 
in  certain  roads  and  the  presence  of  cases  of  diphtheria  along  those 
roads.  The  most  noticeable  feature  is  the  fact  that  for  a period  of 
practically  eight  weeks  whilst  the  school  closed,  viz.,  from  June  29th 
to  August  22nd,  and  extending  even  to  September  1st,  only  one  case 
of  diphtheria  was  notified,  also  no  cases  occurred  during  the  ten  days 
that  the  school  was  closed  for  Whitsuntide.  This  brings  one  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  school  seems  to  have  been  the  centre  and  cause 
to  a large  extent  of  the  spread  of  the  disease,  particularly  as  there  is 
no  indication  of  the  transmission  of  the  disease  through  milk 
supplies. 

The  school  itself  is  a fairly  old  school  with  the  sanitary  con- 
veniences placed  too  near  the  school  buildings.  There  are  three  pail 
closets  for  the  use  of  the  boys,  and  four  for  the  use  of  the  girls  and 
infants.  (The  school  attendance  is  136).  These  I understand  are 
emptied  fairly  regularly,  but  the  proximity  of  the  closets  to  the  main 
window  of  the  back  room  of  the  school,  which  is  provided  with  a 
fanlight  for  the  ventilation  of  this  room,  must  be  be  detrimental  to 
the  health  of  the  children. 

There  is  no  rvater  supply  to  the  school.  All  the  water  for 
washing  and  drinking  having  to  be  brought  from  neighbouring 
cottages.  There  is  a rain  water  cistern  which  is  provided  with  a 
pump,  situate  between  the  closets  and  the  main  door.  This  is  used 
by  the  Caretaker  for  cleaning  the  school,  and  so  as  not  to  be 
used  by  any  but  the  Caretaker,  is  kept  carefully  padlocked.  At  the 
back  of  the  school  there  is  a defective  eaves  gutter  producing  damp- 
ness of  the  wall,  and  the  front  room  shows  marked  dampness  along 
one  wall.  Incidentally  I might  mention  that  the  lighting  of  this 
room  could  be  improved,  and  should  be  improved,  by  either  enlarging 
a window,  or  at  least,  by  the  removal  of  the  large  central  wooden 


screen  which  divides  the  room  into  two.  A smaller  screen  could  be 
used  without  much  disadvantage,  and  would  produce  a marked 
increase  in  the  lighting.  Also  the  removal  of  the  frosted  glass  in 
the  window  communicating  between  the  two  large  rooms  and  the 
substitution  of  plain  glass  would  be  ad\'antageous  towards  the 
further  lighting  of  this  room. 

In  my  opinion  the  whole  of  the  pail  closets  and  urinal  should  be 
swept  away  and  new  closets,  preferably  water  closets,  instead  of  pails 
substituted.  There  seems  ample  land  behind  the  school  for  this  to  be 
done,  and  as  the  village  will  soon  be  properly  sewered,  the  substitu- 
tion of  a water  system  instead  of  pail  closets  is  recommended.  The 
only  difficulty  would  be  in  reference  to  the  water,  there  being  no 
main  water  supply  for  the  village.  I would  suggest  therefore,  the 
sinking  of  a well  so  as  to  provide  the  school  with  an  efficient  water 
supply  and  likewise  the  pumping  of  water  for  flushing  out  the  water 
closets  suggested. 

Tirorough  disinfection  of  the  whole  of  the  buildings  should  be 
done,  and  thorough  cleaning  of  the  whole  school.  Also  the  front 
room  requires  whitewashing,  and  I should  suggest  the  substitution  of 
a lighter  colour  wash  than  the  one  that  has  been  previously  used. 
The  best  tint  being  the  one  that  has  been  used  on  the  back  room.

Enteric  Fever. 

Nine  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified 
during  the  year  ; one  at  Talbot  Lane,  Thringstone,  and 
the  remaining  number,  eight,  at  Newton  Burgoland  in 
Swepstone  Parish. 

As  regards  the  case  at  Thringstone,  the  water 
supply,  on  analysis  was  bad,  and  a new  supply  has 
since  been  laid  on. 

The  outbreak  of  Enteric  at  Newton  Burgo- 
land started  in  August,  the  first  case  being  notified  on 
August  23rd.  The  disease  lingered  on  till  the  end  of 
the  year,  eight  cases  occurring  in  all  during  the  period. 

All  the  cases  occurred  in  the  neighbourhood 
known  as  The  Green.  The  water  from  three  wells 
supplying  this  area  was  found  on  analysis  to  be  bad. 

Scavenging  was  very  badly  carried  out  and 
numerous  filthy  closets  and  accumulations  of  refuse 
abounded.  No  proper  system  of  drainage  for  the 
village  existed. 
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I advised  public  scavenging,  and  new  water 
supply  from  hinckley  Main  which  passes  through  the 
village,  and  the  consideration  of  a drainage  system  for 
the  village. 

Tubercular  Diseases  including  Phthisisi 

Fifteen  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
were  notified  during  the  year,  and  seven  cases  of  other 
forms  of  Tubercular  Disease. 

Insured  persons  under  the  National  Health 
Insurance  Act  can  obtain  Sanatorium  Benefit  at 
Monsley,  or  at  the  Tubercular  Dispensary  at  Coalville. 
Others  are  in  receipt  of  Domiciliary  Treatment 
at  home,  and  are  supplied  wath  Cod  Liver  Oil  and 
Milk  as  may  be  required.  These  cases  are  visited  at 
home  by  nurses  belonging  to  the  County  Health  Visit- 
ing Staff. 


Csrebro  Spinal  Meningitis. 

One  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  in  June 
from  Thringstone  village.  The  patient,  a man  aged  36 
years,  was  removed  to  Leicester  Infirmary. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  new  system  of  Sewers  and  Sewage  dis- 
posal WMrks  at  Ravenstone,  referred  to  in  my  report 
of  1913,  is  almost  complete,  and  the  drains  from  the 
various  properties  are  now  being  connected  to  the  new 
Sewers. 

No  complete  scheme  for  dealing  with  the 
Sewerage  of  Donisthorpe,  as  a whole,  has  been  adopted. 

A portion  of  the  Sewage  from  the  Moira  and 
Ashby  Road  district  has  been  diverted  from  the  old 
outfall  near  the  Brook,  and  is  now  being  dealt  with  on 
land  by  tank  settlement  and  irrigation. 

A scheme  is  under  consideration  for  dealing 
with  a further  portion  of  the  village,  but  as  yet  has  not 
been  commenced- 
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The  work  of  Public  Scavenging  for  the 
villages  of  Oakthorpe  and  Donisthorpe  has  been  in 
operation  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  and  is  pro- 
ceeding very  successfully.  I should  like  to  see  this 
system  adopted  throughout  the  District. 

Water  Supply. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  I made  a house- 
to-house  inspection  of  Oakthorpe  and  Donisthorpe 
with  reference  to  water  supply,  and  the  result  of  my 
efforts  in  this  direction  have  been  embodied  in  a 
special  report  to  the  Local  Government  Board  through 
your  Council. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes. 

In  view  of  the  development  of  the  Coalfield 
and  other  works  in  and  around  your  district,  and  the 
steady  increase  of  your  population,  a considerable 
number  of  new  houses  will  soon  have  to  be  provided. 
Especially  will  this  be  necessary  at  places  like  Meas- 
ham,  Oakthorpe,  Donisthorpe,  Heather,  Coleorton  and 
Swannington.  These  conditions,  along  with  the  yearly 
closure  of  a number  of  old  houses,  and  the  provisions 
of  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  make  this 
matter  one  of  considerable  importance. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

See  Inspector’s  Report 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act. 


Factories. 

Factories  in  your  district  include  Fount 
Earthenware  Works,  Measham  Shoe  Factory,  Swep- 
stone  Cheese  Factory,  Bardon  Stone  Mills,  Organ 
Factory  at  Measham,  several  Brick  and  Pipe  Yards  ; 
one  at  Blackfordby  has  undergone  considerable  en- 
largement during  the  year. 

Workshops. 

Workshops,  including  Bakehouses,  in  }Our 
district  number  99.  The  Bakehouses  are  well  kept 
and  number  11.  No  undei’ground  Bakehouses  exist- 
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Homework. 

Homework  of  the  nature  of  Hosiery  is  carried 
on  to  some  extent.  Number  of  out-workers,  71.  No 
cases  of  infectious  disease  have  occurred,  as  far  as  I 
know,  in  any  of  these  houses  during  the  year.

I herewith  beg  to  present  my  half-yearly  report  on  the 
Inspection  of  the  Dairy  Cows  in  your  district. 

I am  pleased  to  say  I have  not  found,  any  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  of  the  Udder. 

In  several  suspicious  cases  I sent  samples  of  the  milk  to 
a Bacteriologist  for  inspection  ; in  none  of  the  cases  were  Tubercule 
Bacilli  found,  still,  I thought  it  best  to  advise  the  owners  to  let  the 
animals  dry  as  soon  as  possible  and  to  fatten  them,  this  they 
decided  to  do. 

At  the  present  time,  the  condition  of  the  Dairy  Cows  in 
the  Council’s  district  are  in  a very  satisfactory  condition.

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ANNUAL  RFPORT  OF  THE 
SURVEYOR  AND  INSPECTOR  OF  NUISANCES 

For  the  Year  1914. 

Mr-  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  consideration  my 
Report  upon  the  works  carried  out  during  the  year  1914. 

Building  Works  and  Plans. 

During  the  year  38  plans  were  deposited  for  your  approval, 
and  with  four  exceptions  all  were  approved.  The  four  disapproved 
plans  were  later  re-deposited  and  approved. 

The  plans  generally,  represented  dwelling  houses,  farm 
buildings,  etc.,  the  principal  exception  being  a Girls’  Home  at 
Thringstone. 

During  the  year  sixteen  dwelling  houses  have  been  com-. 
pleted,  also  one  farm  house,  one  set  of  farm  buildings,  four  cow- 
sheds four  sculleries,  and  twenty-eight  buildings  of  other  descriptions. 

Trades,  &c. 

Again  I have  to  report  that  no  new  trades  have  been  com- 
menced in  your  district,  but  an  important  addition  is  now  being 
made  to  the  Fount  Earthenware  Manufactory. 

Existing  Properties. 

Alterations  and  improvements  to  existing  properties  pro- 
ceed slowly. 

Thirty-nine  houses  ha\'e  been  re-drained,  and  the  drains 
properly  trapped,  etc. 

Public  Works. 

The  only  public  works  carried  out  during  the  year  have 
been  a diversion  of  a portion  of  the  Moira  Road  (Donisthorpe) 
Sewer  from  the  old  Filter  Bed  to  land  irrigation,  and  new  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  at  Ravenstone. 

At  New  Swannington  the  supply  of  water  from  the  Coun- 
cils Water  Mains  is  gradually  being  taken  up  by  tjie  property 
owners. 

4 he  Sewage  Disposal  WMrks  and  Sewers  in  your  district 
have  been  kept  under  observation  and  are  in  good  condition. 

1 he  Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Ravenstone 
are  approaching  completion,  and  a considerable  number  of  the 
properties  ha\’e  already  been  re-drained  and  connected  to  the  new 
Sewers. 
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Isolation  Hospital. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  has  been  well  maintained,  but  I 
am  pleased  to  say  that  we  have  had  very  few  cases  of  infectious 
disease  there. 


Slaughter  Houses. 

The  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  district  are  about  the  same 
as  in  my  last  report — poor  structures  but  fairly  well  kept  up  for 
their  type  of  building.  A much  better  class  of  building  ought  to 
exist  for  this  purpose  and  more  up-to-date  regulations. 

Bakehouses. 

The  Bakehouses  in  your  district  have  been  frequently 
visited,  and  are  kept  fairly  clean. 

We  have  no  underground  Bakehouses. 


Public  Health  Matters,  etc. 

During  the  year  the  following  matters  have  received 
attention  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  Housing  and  Town  Plan- 
ning, etc.,  and  copies  of  this  report  have  already  been  forwarded  to 
the  Local  Government  Board  and  the  County  Council  through  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  &c. 

I am  pleased  to  report  an  improvement  in  the  regular 
limewashing  of  Cowsheds,  &c.,  but  even  now,  not  that  willingness  is 
shown  generally,  to  fall  in  line  with  the  regulations,  and  it  is  in  rare 
cases  where  the  roofs  are  even  cleaned  down  and  properly  lime- 
washed. 

Fewer  cases  have  been  found  of  dirty  Cowsheds  but  cases  do 
still  exist. 


If  only  the  Cows  and  Cowsheds  could  have  the  attention 
that  some  of  the  Nag  Horses  get,  what  a delightful  improvement 
would  take  place. 
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I have  succeeded  in  several  instances  in  having  the  farm- 
yards clear  of  manure,  and  the  yards  levelled  up,  and  a great  im- 
provement is  noticeable,  the  tenants  themselves  appreciating  the 
altered  state  of  things. 

I trust  that  steady  improvement  may  generally  continue. 

During  the  year  613  letters,  notices,  &c.,  were  received  and 
dealt  with,  and  letters,  notices,  &c.  sent  out  number  790.
